1.12 (b) For the purposes of this subdivision, "acute pain" means pain resulting from disease,​

1.15 being treated as part of cancer care, palliative care, or hospice or other end-of-life care.​

1.16 (c) Notwithstanding paragraph (a), if in the professional clinical judgment of a practitioner​

1.17 more than a seven-day supply of a prescription listed in Schedules II through IV of section​

1.18 152.02 is required to treat a patient's acute pain, the practitioner may issue a prescription​

1.19 for the quantity needed to treat such acute pain.​

1.20 (d) This subdivision does not apply to the treatment of acute dental pain or acute pain​

1.21 associated with refractive surgery, and the quantity of opiates that may be prescribed for​

1.22 those conditions is governed by subdivision 4."​
